GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  University  announces  as  its  summer  policy  readi- 
ness to  organize  courses  for  which  a  demand  appears,  either 
or  both  terms.  Courses  for  which  adequate  registration  does 
not  appear  will  be  withdrawn. 

Brigham  Young  University  is  organized  into  the  fol- 
lowing colleges  and  divisions : 

Graduate  School 
College  of  Applied  Science 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
College  of  Commerce 
College  of  Education 
College  of  Fine  Arts 
Division  of  Religion 
Research  Division 
Extension  Division 

There  are  forty-two  regular  departments  of  in- 
struction. An  elementary  training  school  and  a  second- 
ary training  school  are  also  maintained  in  connection 
with  the  College  of  Education.  The  University  Library 
contains  more  than  141,000  volumes  and  50,000  pam- 
phlets and  bulletins.  Twenty-one  special  collections  add 
strength  to  the  general  library.  During  the  summer  ses- 
sion the  Library  is  open  from  7:00  A.  M.  until  9:00  P. 
M.  Numerous  special  scientific  and  art  collections,  to- 
gether with  the  museum,  supplement  the  special  equip- 
ment of  the  University. 
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THE  SUMMER  QUARTER 

The  University  offers  many  courses  on  a  quarter 
basis  only,  and  other  courses  are  so  coordinated  that 
the  work  of  the  second  session  is  a  logical  extension  of 
the  work  of  the  first  term.  All  college  and  graduate  stu- 
dents are  therefore  urged  to  register  in  June  for  a  quar- 
ter's work  as  they  do  for  any  other  quarter  of  the  year. 
However,  in  special  cases  it  is  possible  to  register  for 
either  term  separately. 

Admission  to  the  Summer  Quarter  does  not  auto- 
matically admit  students  to  the  succeeding  Autumn 
Quarter. 

ASPEN  GROVE  TERM 

The  Aspen  Grove  Term  will  be  operated  from 
June  14  to  July  17,  1948,  on  a  six  day  per  week  basis 
and  for  a  program  that  is  restricted  this  summer  to  Ge- 
ology, Geography,  Physics,  Zoology,  Botany,  and  Art. 
Registration  will  be  limited  to  majors  in  these  depart- 
ments, and  will  be  confined  primarily  to  upper  division 
and  graduate  students.  Registration  will  be  limited 
strictly  to  students  who  will  live  at  the  Alpine  Campus; 
it  will  not  be  open  to  students  who  communte.  Students 
may  arrange  their  own  feeding  facilities,  or  they  may 
secure  board  and  room  in  university  facilities.  All  indi- 
vidual living  arrangements  for  the  Alpine  term  must 
be  approved  by  the  university.  Students  must  make 
their  preferences  on  living  arrangements  known  to  their 
respective  departments  as  early  as  they  can,  and  not 
later  than  June  1,  1948.  The  tuition  fee  for  the  special 
Alpine  term  will  be  $50.00  Information  about  costs  of 
living  on  either  an  individual  or  a  university  basis  can 
be  secured  from  the  Treasurer's  Office.  Registration 
will  take  place  on  the  city  campus  on  June  7,  during 
the  regular  summer  school  registration. 
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CAMPUS  RESIDENCE  HALLS 

The  University  has  ample  dormitory  facilities  for 
summer  school  students.  The  cost  for  room  and  board, 
for  two-person  occupancy  of  a  room,  in  the  permanent 
type  dormitories  is  $6300  for  the  six-weeks  term  and 
$115.50  for  the  two  terms.  The  cost  of  room  and  board 
for  men  in  the  temporary  veteran  dormitory  structures 
is  $58.50  for  two-person  occupancy  of  a  room  and  $66.00 
for  one-person  occupancy  of  a  room.  A  number  of  Uni- 
versity-owned co-operative  houses  will  be  available  for 
women  students,  the  cost  of  which  is  $18.00  per  person 
for  the  first  term  and  $33.00  for  both  terms. 

On  request  more  detailed  information  and  blanks 
for  applying  for  accommodations  will  be  sent.  Appli- 
cations should  be  made  early  to  Office  of  Student  Hous- 
ing, BYU,  Provo,  Utah. 


OFF-CAMPUS  LIVING  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  Office  of  Student  Housing  maintains  a  list  of 
living  accommodations  off-campus.  There  is  prospect 
of  a  considerable  number  of  furnished  rooms,  and  room 
and  board.  Board  is  obtainable  at  the  University  cafe- 
teria and  at  other  places.  Apartments  will  be  relatively 
scarce,  but  there  will  be  a  fair  number  available  for  the 
summer  only. 

Arrangements  for  off-campus  housing  must,  of 
course,  be  made  in  person. 
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SERVICES  TO  VETERANS 

The  University  provides  a  full  offering  in  represen- 
tative vocational  and  occupational  fields,  thus  permitting 
returned  service  men  to  meet  occupational  objectives  and 
other  programs  under  Public  Laws  16  and  346.  Courses 
are  set  up  in  all  departments  in  such  a  way  as  to  make 
continuous  work  through  both  summer  terms  easily  pos- 
sible. Students  may  thus  earn  credit  for  a  full  quarter's 
work  during  the  summer  session.  The  University  is 
offering  courses  in  all  fields  to  meet  the  needs  of  stu- 
dents who  wish  to  fill  group  requirements.  Every  effort 
will  be  made  to  help  men  make  such  adjustments  as  are 
necessary  in  order  to  fit  next  autumn  into  the  regular 
student  classification  as  freshmen,  sophomores,  juniors, 
or  seniors. 

The  Veterans'  Administration  has  a  Counseling  and 
Training  Unit  on  the  campus.  This  organization  en- 
sures advice  and  guidance  for  all  returning  veterans. 

The  University  will  help  all  veterans  to  secure  ade- 
quate housing. 


RECREATION 

Though  summer  school  students  naturally  wish  to 
earn  credits,  they  are  entitled  to  have  some  fun  while 
they  do  it.  For  teachers  and  others  whose  regular  work 
draws  heavily  upon  health  resources  the  matter  of  social 
contacts  and  physical  relaxation  is  supremely  important. 
Recreation  occupies  a  large  place  in  Brigham  Young 
University  summer  sessions.  A  healthful  balance  be- 
tween work  and  play  is  maintained.  Concerts,  socials, 
teas,  and  dances  are  regular  parts  of  the  summer  school 
activity.  A  rich  program  of  lectures,  musicals,  and  en- 
tertainments supplement  the  academic  work. 
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Throughout  the  summer  there  will  be  a  wide  oppor- 
tunity for  student  participation  in  various  intramural 
sports  activities  for  both  men  and  women. 


GYMNASIUMS 

Both  gymnasiums  will  be  open  for  showers  and  ac- 
tivity purposes.  Students  using  the  towel  service  are  re- 
quired to  make  a  twenty-five  cent  deposit,  by  purchasing 
a  towel  check.  The  towel  check  is  exchangeable  for 
towel  service  during  regular  school  hours.  Towel  checks 
are  redeemable  at  any  time.  Students  registered  for 
physical  education  activity  courses  are  required  to  pro- 
vide themselves  with  a  basket  locker,  and  an  approved 
combination  padlock.  Padlocks  may  be  rented  from  the 
department.  Both  gymnasiums  will  be  available  for  rec- 
reational uses  by  summer  school  students  at  various 
hours  during  the  day.  Some  types  of  equipment  will  be 
supplied,  and  supervision  and  assistance  will  be  given  in 
developing  game  techniques.  Consult  the  bulletin  boards 
in  both  gymnasiums  for  complete  details.

DEMONSTRATION  CLASSES 

Several  grades  in  the  elementary  school  are  in  regu- 
lar session  throughout  the  first  term.  These  groups  are 
taught  daily  by  regular  teachers  of  the  Elementary 
Training  School.  Classes  will  be  organized  for  (1)  kin- 
degrarten,  1 :00— 3 :00  P.  M.;  (2)  first  grade,  9:00—11 :00 
A.  M.;  (3)  second  and  third  grades,  9:00—11:00  A.  M. 
and  (4)  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  9 :00—l  1 :00  A-  M. 
The  work  of  these  groups  and  their  teachers  may  be 
observed  daily  by  students  who  are  registered  in  the 
Summer  School. 


CLASSES  FOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PUPILS 

The  work  in  the  high  school  classes  will  provide  be- 
ginning and  experienced  teachers  in  secondary  schools 
an  unusual  opportunity  to  observe  actual  learning  and 
teaching  situations.  Opportunities  for  diagnostic  analy- 
sis, and  discussion  of  actual  teaching  problems  and  proc- 
esses will  be  provided  through  these  high  school  classes. 
In  a  limited  number  of  cases,  opportunity  will  be  pro- 
vided   for    experienced    teachers  to  participate    in  the

teaching  of  these  classes  under  supervision;  this  con- 
stitutes an  opportunity  to  secure  advanced  practice 
teaching  or  training  in  the  summer. 

It  is  possible  for  pupils  of  high  school  grade  to  at- 
tend the  University  High  School  from  June  7  to  July  16 
and  earn  high  school  credit.  In  view  of  the  present  world 
conditions  and  of  the  needs  of  the  high  school  student 
at  this  time  several  courses  are  offered. 

Students  who  need  only  one  or  two  units  to  com- 
plete high  school  graduation  will  find  their  needs  served 
uniquely  this  summer  in  the  University  High  School 
where  courses  for  high  school  credit  will  be  taught.  Able 
students  who  are  just  short  of  high  school  graduation 
may  under  certain  conditions  be  permitted  to  enter  some 
college  courses  where  their  program  demands  it.  Stu- 
dents take  fewer  courses  in  the  summer  than  in  the  re- 
gular year,  but  more  work  outside  the  classroom  is  re- 
quired. 

FAMILY  LIFE  INSTITUTE 

The  Family  Life  Institute  for  the  summer  of  1948 
will  have  as  its  theme,  "Spiritualizing  the  Family."  The 
public,  in  general,  is  invited  to  attend.  The  General 
Board  of  the  Relief  Society  is  cooperating  with  the  B. 
Y.  U.  Sociology  Department  in  this  Institute,  so  that 
special  invitations  will  be  sent  to  all  Relief  Society  offi- 
cers throughout  the  area.  The  values  of  this  Institute 
are  designed  for  the  average  family  situation.  The  ap- 
proach to  the  problem  is  on  the  positive  side.  Areas 
which  will  receive  special  consideration  are :  Home  and 
cultural  influences;  adjustment  in  family  life;  manag- 
ing the  emotions;  standards  and  values.  To  assist  in 
the  Institute,  Howard  E.  Wilkening,  Ph.  D.  from  Los 
Angeles,  a  specialist  in  family  problems,  will  be  the 
Family  expert.

Every  phase  of  public  address  will  be  developed 
and  presented  in  this  intensive  and  entertaining  course, 
two  weeks  of  fun  and  work.  Speech  organization,  voice 
recording  and  analysis,  vocabulary  building,  extemp- 
oraneous speech,  sermon  and  debate  will  be  developed. 
Practice  and  personal  growth  will  high-light  the  ses- 
sion. 

The  speech  faculty  of  B.  Y.  U.  will  be  augmented 
by  M.  I.  A.,  church  and  community  leaders.  Workshop 
demonstrations  will  be  held  as  frequently  as  consistent. 

Speech  is  a  learned  process;  perfect  it,  and  be  of 
greater  value  to  your  church,  school,  and  community. 
Abundance  of  pleasurable  relaxation  and  entertainment. 
Three  hours  credit  may  be  obtained.

THE  GRADUATE  SCHOOL 

At  Brigham  Young  University  each  College  is  an 
under-graduate  organization  that  offers  and  adminis- 
ters the  work  that  leads  to  a  bachelor's  degree.  All  work 
beyond  that  point,  i.  e.,  all  graduate  work  falls  in  the 
Graduate  School  and  is  administered  under  the  Council 
of  the  Graduate  School.  The  active  administrator  is  the 
Dean  of  the  Graduate  School.  Under  the  Graduate 
Council  fall  all  courses  that  are  offered  for  graduate 
credit,  the  amount  of  credit,  the  student's  registration, 
his  completion  of  requirements,  his  thesis,  and  his  ad- 
mission to  candidacy  for  any  advanced  degree. 

Two  higher  degrees  are  offered :  the  Master  of  Arts 
degree,  provided  the  candidate  meets  the  foreign  lang- 
uage requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree ;  and 
the  Master  of  Science  degree.  Three  full  quarters  of  work 
above  the  bachelor's  degree  ordinarily  permits  the  stu- 
dent to  complete  the  requirements.  Under  proper  pro- 
gramming of  work  with  the  department  concerned  and 
with  the  graduate  school,  the  requirements  can  be  met 
in  three  full  summer  quarters. 

The  Summer  Quarter  offers  an  especially  good  op- 
portunity for  graduate  students  to  pursue  their  studies 
and  to  make  progress  on  theses.  Deans,  heads  of  de- 
partments, major  professors  and  other  members  of  the 
regular  University  faculty  are  available  during  the  sum- 
mer session  to  guide  students  in  formulating  graduate 
programs  and  to  assist  in  their  proper  completion.  A 
special  effort  is  made  in  the  summer  to  assist  graduate 
students  who  teach  during  the  regular  year  to  select 
and  define  problems  appropriate  for  thesis  work  and  to 
devise  suitable  procedures  for  the  solution  of  these  prob- 
lems. Pertinent  courses  of  instruction  in  the  principles 
of  scientific  study  and  the  procedures  of  thesis  writing 
are  given. 
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UNIVERSITY  FEES 

In  the  Summer  Quarter  students  may  register  for 
the  Quarter,  for  the  First  Term  of  six  weeks  only,  or  for 
the  Second  Term  only.  If  a  student  registers  for  a  com- 
bination of  full  quarter  classes  and  one  term  classes  it 
will  be  necessary  to  combine  fees  accordingly.

No  refunds  will  be  granted  to  students  who  are  re- 
quested to  withdraw  from  the  University  because  of 
scholarship  or  any  other  cause.

This  receipt  and  the 
Activity  Card  must  be  presented  when  requesting  a  re- 
fund. 
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College  Students: 

All  fees  except  $5.00  will  be  refunded  to  any  stu- 
dent in  residence  in  good  standing  who  withdraws  dur- 
ing the  first  week  of  the  term. 

One-half  of  all  fees  paid  will  be  refunded  to  a  stu- 
dent in  residence  in  good  standing  who  withdraws  dur- 
ing the  second  week  of  the  term,  but  no  refunds  will  be 
allowed  after  the  second  week  of  the  term.  In  no  case 
will  the  charge  to  a  regular  or  special  student  who  reg- 
isters and  withdraws  be  less  than  $5.00. 

Refunds  will  be  based  on  the  date  on  which  the  stu- 
dents reports  his  withdrawal  to  the  Dean  of  Students, 
who  must  approve  of  the  withdrawal  before  any  refunds 
will  be  made. 

A  student  who  changes  from  regular  to  special  sta-
